(A Fifth Break in the Mississippi Lev- 
ees Swells the Yazoo Dis- 
trict Flocid. 


The following changes in the rivers (in 
feet and tenths) have eccurred: 

Risen—Nashville, 9.6; Chattanooga, 10; 
Omaha, 1.1; Kansas City, 0.8; St. Paul, 05; 
LaCrosse, 0.6; Memphis, 0.1. 

Fallen—Cairo, 0.3; New Orleans, 0.1. 

They are above the danger line and rising 
at St. Paul, 3.9; LaCrosse, 2.1; Memphis, 3.4. 

They are abowe the danger line and falling 
at Cairo, 10.1; Helena, Ark., 13.5; Arkansas 
City, 8.2; New Orleans, 16. 

Vicksburg, 8.2 and stationary. 

The river at Helena, Ark., fell 16 inches 
since 10 a. m. yesterday. The levees are 
broken everywhere ‘except at the city. 

The following heavy preeipitation (in 
inches) was reported: Washington, 1,34; | 
Knoxville, 1.76; Charlotte, 2.18; Raleigh, 1.08. 

The river at St. Louis will rise slowly, 
commencing Tuesday, but without rain will 
not reach the danger stage for at least four 
days. 

The Missouri will rise steadily. 

The Upper Mississippi will change but 
little, a slight rise being indicated from 
Davenport to Keokuk, and a slight fall 
south of Hannibal. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 5.—This week 
felis the tale.

GREENVILLE, Miss., April 5.—A fifth 
break in the levees of Mississippi was re- 
ported yeeterday at Flower Lake, in Tunica 
County, about twenty-five miles south of 
Memphis, Tenn. 

The whole of this great and flourishing 
valley is now doom This last crevasse 
was the death blow,“ will cause more 
widespread destruction than the other four 
combined and will inundate to greater ex- 
tent eleven counties and a thousand or more 
towns and villages which were unaffected 
by the floods pouring into the lower valley. 

Day by day’ the situation grows more and 
more deplorable. Let any one picture to 
himself five rivers as large as the Hudson 
suddenly turfied into the basin two hundred 
miles long by seventy-five to one hundred 
miles in width, dotted all over with pros- 
perous towns, homes ‘filled with water and 
} hundreds of families thrown out of shelter, 
the piteous cries of the. drowning animals, 
swimming aimlessly about, vainly seeking 
for a spot of safety; picture these scenes 
and some, idea of what is happening there 
may be thered. 

It is 7 ply impossible to estimate the 
amount of logs which this flood will cause. 
Railroad tracks are ‘washed away and no 
trains can rung while villages and hand- 
some homes are abandoned.

At the Last Moment the Blockade 
of the Gulf Has Been 
Postponed,

‘LONDON, April 3.—An important meet- 
ing of the leaders of the Liberal party was 
held to-day at noon at the residence of Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt. The Earl of 
Kimberly, the Marquis of Ripon, Earl 
Spencer and John Morley were présenc. 
They discussed for an hour the attitude 
which they would assume in the event of 
the warships of Great Britain taking part 
in the projected blockade of the Gulf of 
Athens. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt is now re- 
stored to health and was able to attend to- 
day's session of the House of Commons. 


CANEA, Crete, April 5.—The block house 
of Butsunaria was attacked froi* several 
directions by the Insurgents to-day and the 
international troops replied with artillery 
fire. The fighting lasted four hours. 

The French commander reports that the 


Greek troops took part in the action. Two 
European soldiers were wounded. 


ATHENS, April 5.—After the preparat'ons 
for the celebration to-morrow of the anni- 
versary of the declaration of Greek inde- 
pendence, in 1812, have been completed, a 
public meeting will be held here to protest 
@gainst the action of the Powers towards 
Greece anid pledge support to the Greek 
Government [In any action it may think fit 
to take in the premises. The decorartions 
of the city are be'ng completed. 

At night Athens wl! be brilliantly il- 
luminated. In this connect'on there has been 
@ belief that the celebration to-morrow 
would be followed by a declaration of war 
against Turkey. This is, however, not gen- 
eral. Tuesday in Greece is regarded as an 
unlucky day to enter upon anything of 
great importance, and for this, more than 

or other reasons, political or military, is 
based a hope that the independence celebra- 
tion will pase off without the frontier in- 
cidents which are likely to precip'tate the 
struggie for which Greece has been prepar- 
ing for the past two months. 

Although the week’ is likely to be a fate- 
ful one for Greece, the orders of Prince 
“onstantine, the Crown Prince and Com- 
mander-in-chief of the Greek forces -in 
Theesally, are strict that anything in the 
sShapo of a demonstration in the direction of 
the Turkish frontier must be suppressed. 
The soldiers and armed peasants, however, 
are in no mood to be curbed and nobody 
will be astonished to hear of an aggressive 
movement, at least upon the part of the 
Greek trrerulars. 

The Turkish commander-in-chief, Edhem 
Pasha, is fully alive to the eoety and 
dangers of the situation, and has already 


taking other means to meet any con- 
tingency which may arise. Fifty thousand 
Turk'sh troops at a few hours’ notice can 
be sent across the Greek frontier, and, ac- 
thet to unbiased military experts, the 
Turk! flag might be fying over Larissa 
a few days later. The Greeks, while ani- 
mated by flerce enthusiasm and desire for 
wir, are not nearly so well disciplined as 
the Turkish troops, and the German officers 
assisting Edhem Pasha in the campaign 
preparations anticipate Kttle difficulty in 
winning the first battles. 

-Tt is said to-day that the Queen of Greece 
has decided to start immediate'y for Thes- 
sally, in order to superintend, with her 
daughter-in-law, the ,Crown Princess So- 
phia, the fleld nurses attached to the Greek 
Ambulance Corns, 

The’ next actual step anticipated in the 
Eastern game is the proclamation of the 
Admirals of the foretgn fleets to blockade 
the Gulf of Athens. This was to have oc- 
curred to-day, but a hitch has occurred at 
the last moment. Nobody here seems to 
doubt that the blockade of the Gulf of 
Athens would be followed, if not preceded, 
by a declaration of war against Turkey. 


ATHENS, April 5.—M. Zaimis, President 

of the Boule, the Greek legi#ative body 
recently sent to Gladstone a message o 
Bratitude for the stand he has taken in 
ehalf of Greece and the Cretan Christians.

An assessment 
of 60 per cent Was recently made upon the 
stockholders, and they are fighting it.

MISS MARGARET WOODRUFF 
LOCKED UP IN LOUISVILLE. 


WAS CONSIDERED INSANE.

Soon after she had retired to her room a 
young man appeared at the hotel and y 
istering simply as John Smith desired to be 
assigned to the room occupied by Miss 
Woodruff, or Mrs. Kimball, as she was reg- 
istered,

Mr. Spraul says that the next day Miss 
Woodruff came down stairs looking much 
the worse for her dissipation and gave her 
true name at the office, although the entry 
on the register was not altered. 

Since then Mr. Spraul says that Miss 
Woodruff has been drinking to excess and 
that on several occasions he saw her when 
she was quite drunk. 

One day last week a man called on her 
and remained in her room all day and most 
of the night. The proprietor did not- know 
who he was. 

“She frequently left the hotel in the even- 
ing and did not return until the next morn- 
ing,’ Mr. Sprau!l said, ‘‘but she always came 
back looking as though she had not been in 
good company.

ear-Admiral Ramsay has been identified 
with the navy for nearly thirty-seven years, 
peving been appointed from Pennsylvania 
in 1850, and his first rank being that of 
midshipman—a grade no longer existing 
in the American navy.

A POLITICAL DEAL. 


Sterling P. Bond Helps a Republican 
to Qualify for Election. 


Charles Gutke, the Regular Republican 
candidate for House of Delegates in the 
Eleventh Ward, filed. a quitclaim deed in the 
Recorder’s office Monday for a strip of 
ground 4x25 feet. 

This in itself is not unusual, as candidates 
in St. Louis often qualify as real estate 


tax-payers in this manner. 

The deed in question, however, is notable 
because of the fact that the grantor is 
Sterling P. Bond, campaign manager for 
Lee Meriwether and chairman of the Meri- 
wether bolting convention. 

It has long been Meriwether’s boast that 
he would carry the Eleventh Ward. The 
ward is generally about 2,000 Republican and 
has always been looked upon as one of the 
Republican strongholds. 

There is evidently an arrangement be- 
tween Bond and Gutke as to that particu- 
lar ward, or Bond would not be furnishing 
for the consideration of $1 the means 
whereby Gutke can comply with the law 
regarding the qualifications of a member 
of the house of Delegates. Gutke In the 
opinion of most people had a sure thing of 
it in that ward, so that unless some scheme 
was afoot he would not go into such an ar- 
rangement. John A. King, Republican can- 
didate for House of Delegates from the 
Fifteenth Ward, filed a similar deed with 
John A. Greffet as grantor.

A riot at a colored political meeting in 
the City Hall at Brooklyn, Ill, Saturday 
night caused John Evans, the Democratic 
candidate for Supervisor, to visit Belleville 
Monday morning to be sworn in as a Depu- 
ty Sheriff.

A DAMAGE CASE. 


GAVE DEFENDANT NEW TRIAL. 


Verdict for One Cent Damages in the 
Case of Mrs. Chouquette Against 
a Street Car Company. 


The jury that awarded Mrs. Julia Blanche 
Chouquette one cent damages in her suit 
for 15,000 against the Southern Electric 
Rallway for personal injuries was 
was severely scored by Judge Wood, of the 
Circuit Court, Monday, in granting Mrs. 
Chouquette a new trial. 

The jury consisted of Daniel F. Adding- 
ton, manufacturer of phosferrone; John 
Allan of Kerr & Allan, contractors; John 
M. Allen of the Meyer Bros. Drug Co.; Will- 
iam M. Anderson, Robert Atkinson of Rob- 
Lert Atkinson & Co., Lemuel G. Burr of the 
Collier White Lead Co., Charles G. Byrd, 
Vice-President of the Keystone Mills; Philip 
Burg, grocer, 1210 South Broadway; August 
M. Bushmann, cashier of Trorlicht, Dunck- 
er & Renard; A. C. Albright, treasurer of 


the St. Louis Typewriter Exchange; G. H. 
Ameling, clerk for Trorlicht, Duncker & 
Renard. 

Judge Wood's opinion was in part as fol- 
lows: 

“A verdict for oné cent for such injuries 
as those the plaintiff sustained strikes the 
mind of every conscientious person as mon- 
strous. Such verdicts are most unfortu- 
nate. They strike down the popular re- 
spect for trial by jury and are a travesty 
on justice. 

“To recover compensation for her injuries, 
which all the evidence shows were very 
serious, the plaintiff brought this action. 
The jury found in her favor and awarded 
her as a fair compensation for her pain, 
loss of time, expenditures for medical at- 
tention and the most serious physical in- 
juries, the sum of one cent. 

“The evidence strongly tended to the con- 
clusion that her injuries were of such a 
serious nature as to injuriously affect her 
future health. Nevertheless, the jury fla- 

rantly disregarding the facts in the case, 
for all these injuries and the probability of 
future injuries award her one cent. 

“A jury trial even in a civil case is an 
important security to the peace and good 
order of the community. he instructions 
given in the case assert the principles of 
law, which should guide the jurors, with- 
draw the case from dangerous powers of 
discretion and subject it to inflexible rules 
sanctioned by justice and reason. Verdicts 
predicated upon the arbitrary will of jurors 
will substitute anarchy for law. 

“For the reasons that the finding In this 
case is such as to indicate that the jurors 
were influenced by prejudice, mistake or a 
misunderstanding of their duties and wholly 
disregarded the instructions of the court as 
to measure of damages, it and the judgment 
thereon will be set aside and a new triai 
granted.”’ 

Mrs. Chouquette was injured May 30, 1896. 
The car in which she was riding got be- 
yond the control of the motorman, and the 
trolley slipped from the wire, terrorized the 
passengers and caused several to rush for 
the door. Among them was Mrs. Chou- 
quette, who oo 0 or was forced, from the 
car. She sustained a fracture of the skull, 
and was in a comatose condition three days. 
The shock so affected her nervous system 
that several physicians testified she would 
never be restored to complete health.

Kansas has been anathema to all 
plutocracy. The creatures of the money 
power have sought her ruin.

The growth of Kansas was unnatural.

It was not railroad bullding 
which prostrated Kansas, but railroad 
booming, railroad stock watering and 
railroad wrecking. 

After the investors had overstocked 
their speculative holdings at inflated 
values, and covered Kansas with’ their 
mortgages, they began laying upon the 
debt-cursed people the burden of paying 
usurious interest on their bonds, divi- 
dends on their watered stocks and tribute 
on their mortgages. Then began that 
agitation which was first called agrarian 
then communistic, then Populistic and at 
last anarchical, “What's the matter with 
Kansas?" plutocracy asked.

At the first trial in the United States 
Circult Court the people lost.

But with 
the desperation of a people's despair, the 
case was carried up to the court of last 
resort, 

A history is written in the record of 
this case; a history of oppression, of 
wrong, injustice and shame. But in its 
conclusion is written also the triumph of 
a@ great cause and a great people. 


OPERA BOUFFE POLITICS. 


Henry Ziegenhein, the Republican can- 
didate for Mayor, is not an unknown or 
untried man in public office. He has 
filled the office of City Tax Collector dur- 
ing two terms. Has his record in that 
office been such as to justify him in seek- 
ing and expecting promotion to the 
higher office of Mayor? 

On the contrary, his record as City Tax 
Collector has been the worst ever made 
for himself by a public official in St. 
Louis. It has been so bad—he proved 
himself so notoriously unfit for the po- 
sition he held—that he was subjected to 
the unparalleled disgrace of having the 
duties of his office divided up and trans- 
ferred to other officials appointed by 
the State and City to collect taxes which 
he left uncollected year after year. 

His failure to collect dramshop licenses 
was so palpable and persistent that the 
State Legislature, in order to protect the 
State’s revenues, passed a law providing 
for an Excise Commissioner for St, Louis, 
to be appointed by the Governor, and as- 
signing to him the duty of collecting all 
dramshop licenses in St. Louls. The re- 
sult was that in the ensuing four years 
the Excise Commissioner collected $623,- 
000 more from dramshop licenses (with 
nearly 700 fewer saloons to collect from) 
than were collected by Ziegenhein during 
the preceding four years. 

In spite of the fact that he was thus 
relieved of the work of collecting dram- 
shop licenses, Ziegenhein’s failure to col- 
lect the other licenses provided for by 
law has been so public and notorious 
during the last four years, that in order 
to prevent these also being taken away 
from him by State legislation, the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, with a large Repub- 
lican majority in both branches, has 
passed a city ordinance appointing a 
Board of License Revision, to take charge 
of the levying of all license taxes other 
than dramshop licenses. 

Here then is the case of a man who 
so flagrantly and notoriously neglected 
his official duty that the State Legis- 
lature and the Municipal Assembly cre- 
ated new officials to do what he had left 
undone. And this neglect of duty was 
not a matter of minor importance. It 
was of the highest importance to every 
taxpayer and citizen of St. Louis. Dur- 
ing Ziegenhein’s term of office it has cost 
the city nearly if not quite $2,000,000 that 
should have been collected under the law 
and paid into the city treasury. 

Yet it Is proposed to reward this noto- 
riously incompetent and unfit, if not cor- 
rupt, public servant with promotion to 
the highest office in the city’s gift! 

It is opera bouffe politics. It is on a 
par with Gen, Boum’s appointment as 
commander-in-chief of the army of the 
Duchy of Gerolstein. 


WOMEN ON THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

There is mo reagon why women should 
not become members of the new Board 
of Education. The State Supreme Court 
has decided that women may hold any 
offices in Missouri from which they are 
not specially debarred by statute, Wom- 
en are peculiarly interested in the public 
schools, and if women are good enough 
for teachers, there is no sound reason why 
they are not good enough for schoo] di- 
rectors. 

Wherever women have been permitted 
to take office as members of school boards, 
the result has been satisfactory. This is 
particularly the case in Great Britain 
and New Zealand. In the last named 
country, especially, the women have 
proved themselves.as worthy and efficient 
as men in managing the schools and other 
public enterprises. An article in the 
April Forum deals fully with this ques- 
tion, the most interesting feature of the 
progress of women in New Zealand be- 
ing the fact that it was the result not of 
demands by Women’s Rights leaders, but 
of the women themselves coming forward 
and taking part in public affairs. s 
The present situation in St. Louis ap- 
pears to be somewhat similar. The can- 
didate appeared before any demand by 
women was promulgated. The Post-Dis- 
patch does not indorse any. particular 
candidate among the ladies for this im- 
portant post. Because a candidate for 
the School Board is a woman ought not 
to weigh anything in considering her 
claims. Women should be subjected to 
as rigid a criticism as men in running for 
any office. The best should win, regard- 
less of sex. But sex should be no bar in 
considering fitness.
